The  corporate  title  of  this  Institution  is  “The  Trustees  of  the  Union  School 
and  Children’s  Home.” 

The  payment  of  Twenty-five  dollars  at  any  one  time  constitutes  a  Life 
Member.

Indentures  may  be  signed  any  Friday,  between  the  hours  of  10  a,  m.  and  1  p.  m 

The  Home  is  situated  at  the  S.  E.  corner  of  Twelfth  and  Fitzwater  Streets 
and  is  open  to  visitors  every  day,  except  Saturday  and  Sunday. 
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REPORT. 


At  the  close  of  another  year — which  completes  the  twenty-fourth 
year  of  the  existence  of  this  Institution — the  Managers  of  the 
“  Union  School  and  Children’s  Home”  present  their  Annual 
Report : — 

Realizing  the  blessedness  of  being  permitted  to  minister  to  the 
wants  of  neglected  children,  they  also  acknowledge  it  to  be  a 
duty  laid  upon  them  and  the  Christian  community;  and  whilst 
they  feel  thankful  for  what  they  have  been  enabled  to  do,  during 
the  past  year,  by  the  providence  of  God  and  the  kindness  of  sym¬ 
pathizing  friends,  yet  in  calling  attention  to  the  same,  they  feel 
that  they  have  nothing  to  glory  of;  that  the  Master  himself  has 
imposed  this  charitable  service  upon  them,  by  His  solemn  injunc¬ 
tion,  “  Feed  my  Lambs that  they  have  simply  endeavored  to 
walk  in  the  pathway  of  duty,  as  it  is  plainly  indicated  in  the 
New  Testament  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour;  and  therefore  they 
would  ascribe  all  the  glory  to  God,  who  has  hitherto  helped  and 
blessed  them  in  their  work. 

Those  who  have  the  oversight  of  this  Institution  feel  that  they 
have  their  reward,  not  only  in  the  consciousness  of  being  engaged 
in  a  truly  Christian  work,  and  in  the  abiding  confidence  of  so 
many  noble  hearted  Christian  people,  but  also  in  witnessing  from 
time  to  time  the  happy  results  of  their  past  ministrations.  The 
experience  of  twenty-four  years  enables  them  to  say:  “  We  know 
that  we  have  not  labored  in  vain.”  We  have  living  witnesses  to 
the  worth  of  tins  Institution,  in  those  who  have  been  rescued 
from  a  state  of  degradation,  and  now  enjoy  an  honored  and  useful 
position  in  society.  We  have  but  one  death  to  record,  that  of  a 
little  girl,  whose  constitution  was  so  much  impaired  by  neglect, 
that  it  was  found  impossible  to  re-establish  it. 

And  so  from  year  to  year,  and  even  from  day  to  day,  the  need 
and  advantages  of  this  Institution  become  more  and  more  appa- 
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rent,  as  the  call  for  help  from  helpless  and  homeless  children 
becomes  louder  and  more  frequent. 

Such  appeals  stimulate  us  to  make  more  diligent  exertions  in 
this  Christian  enterprise,  and  it  is  with  faith  in  God  and  in  the 
tender  sympathy  of  the  followers  of  Jesus,  that  we  have  accepted 
the  charge  of  “The  Little  Wanderers,”  whose  “Home,”  No.  823 
Bainbridge  Street,  having  been  disbanded,  the  children  placed 
out  and  under  the  care  of  that  Institution,  have  been  transferred 
to  this. 

During  the  month  of  October,  1873,  the  Board  of  this  Insti¬ 
tution  received  from  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  “  Little 
Wanderers  Home”  the  following  communication  : — 

Resolved ,  That  an  absolute  conveyance  and  transfer  of  all  the 
property  of  this  corporation,  real  and  personal,  now  clear  of  all 
encumbrance  whatsoever,  be  made  to  the  “Union  School  and  Chil¬ 
dren’s  Home Provided  that,  that  Institution  will  take  charge 
of  all  such  children  heretofore  placed  in  homes  by  the  Home  for 
Little  Wanderers,  who  may  be  returned  to  its  custody,  said  chil¬ 
dren  to  )>e  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  said  Union  School,  &c. ;  and  Provided  further,  that 
the  said  Union  School  will  assume  and  pay  all  claims  now  out¬ 
standing  against  the  Home  for  Little  Wanderers,  which  are  esti¬ 
mated  not  to  exceed,  in  the  whole,  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars. 

It  was  determined  that  after  a  proper  investigation,  and  pro¬ 
vided  the  indebtedness  should  not  exceed  the  sum  named,  that 
the  said  offer  should  be  accepted;  therefore,  in  accordance  with  a 
circular  already  issued,  “  This  Institution  now  will  open  in  the 
building  formerly  occupied  by  the  Home  for  Little  Wanderers,  a 
Temporary  Home  for  Children,  and  also  a  “  Day  Nursery.” 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  show  that  the  financial  crisis 
has,  to  some  extent,  affected  our  receipts,  as  thereby  we  have  lost 
some  of  our  largest  annual  contributors,  and  yet,  our  work  is 
greatly  increased,  and  we  appeal  to  all  who  may  read  our  Report, 
to  contribute  of  the  means  wherewith  God  has  blessed  them,  and 
aid  us  in  giving  timely  relief  to  those  who  are  ready  to  perish. 

Our  Home,  at  the  close  of  the  year  1873,  shelters  120  children; 
104  have  been  admitted  during  the  year ;  50  placed  out,  and  17 
returned  to  parents  and  friends. 
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Dr.  James  H.  Hutchinson,  Dr.  0.  H.  Allis,  and  Dr.  J.  M.  Hayes 
still  continue  to  give  the  little  inmates  their  valuable  professional 
services.  The  care  which  they  receive,  and  the  manner  in  which 
their  wants  are  supplied  by  the  Misses  Philips,  Matron  and  Assist¬ 
ant  Matron,  cannot  be  surpassed.  Miss  Grace  Beresford  has  the 
instruction  of  the  children  now  in  the  school  room.  Mr.  Field  is 
the  authorized  Visitor  for  the  coming  year. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  we  record  the  death  of  Mr.  David  Milne, 
who  for  many  years  contributed  largely,  and  manifested  the  deep¬ 
est  interest  in  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  this  Institution. 

Mi\  George  Junkin,  jr.,  owing  to  press  of  business,  has  resigned 
from  the  Board  of  Trustees.  We  are  largely  indebted  to  him  for 
valuable  services  rendered,  and  part  from  him  with  regret. 

We  are  again  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  I.  V.  Williamson  for 
sundry  ground  rents,  amounting  to  $2,460  30,  which,  at  his  re¬ 
quest,  are  to  remain  permanently  invested. 

It  is  our  custom,  after  children  have  been  placed  out,  to  have 
them  visited  in  their  new  homes,  and  we  have  again  to  thank  the 
following  named  gentlemen,  who  have,  by  granting  passes  over 
their  roads  to  our  agent,  greatly  aided  us  :  Mr.  II.  F.  Kenny,  of  the 
P.  W.  &  B.  R.  R. ;  Mr.  Alexander  Cassatt,  of  the  Pennsylvania 
R.  R. ;  Mr.  F.  A.  Comly,  of  the  North  Pennsylvania  R.  R. ;  Mr. 
J.  L.  Caldwell,  of  the  Maryland  and  Delaware  R.  R. 

Our  thanks  are  also  again  due  to  the  President  and  Directors  of 
the  Atlantic  City  Rail  Road,  through  whose  kindness  our  children 
enjoyed  a  day  of  wholesome  pleasure  at  the  seashore.
